RUSSIANS NOT LIKELY TO | 
RISK IMPORTANT BATTLE 


The Czar’s Forces Will Probably Fall 
Back to Their Second Line of De- 
fenses at Fung Chang Wing and 
Siu Yeh, on the Roads to Mukden 
and New-Chwang.

Post-Dispatch. 

CHEFOO, April §.—The Japanese are re- 
ported ‘to have landed on the Manchurian 
side of the Yalu river just above ine 
mouti, but below Antung. 

They have also landed near Takushan, 
half way betweem the mouth of the Yalu 
and Port Arthur. 

This is the second important step of the 
war—in effect, the crossing of the Rubi- 
con—for it, puts the Japanese definitely on 
the offensive, and marks the first invasion 
of Manchuria. 

The Russians were intfenched at An- 
tung. and probably still hold that position, 


‘but the movement of the Japanese will

If the Russians attempt to hold their 
line of defenses on the Yalu, a battle is 
inevitable. 

The opinion prevails here that the Rus- 
sians wil fall back to Fang Chang Wing 
and Siu Yeh, their second Iitne, before risk- 
ing an engagement of a decisive nature. 
Roads run from Antung to Mukden, and 
also to Port Arthur, over: which — large 
bodies of troops can pass. 

The Japanese cruisers I[dzumi and almst| 
were outside Yonghampo harbor on Sur- 
day and went north during the night, pre- 
sumably up the Yaiu. It is estimated there 
are five*or six Japanese warships in the 
river south of Wiju. 


Military mep here are of opinion that 
the Japanese will clear the Manchurian 
side of the Yalu of Russians as far up as 
the stream is navigable for gunboats. ° 


REVIEW OF THE 
EVENTS OF EIGHT 
WEEKS OF WAR 


LONDON, April 8.—The war between 
Russia and Japan has lasted a little over 
eight weeks. It began Feb. 7. 

In that fime the Japanese have won 
mastery of the waters in the scene of 
conflict, have kept apart the Russian 
squadrons at Port Arthur and Vliadivostok. 
Attempts to ‘‘bottle up’’ the Port Arthur 
flect, made and opposed with equal bfav- 
wry have not been perfectly sucéessful. 
On land, the Japanese, without serious 
conflict, have entirely occupied Corea, thus 
completing Japan's first step in the cam- 
paign, and begun the second step by the 
invasion of Manchuria, crossing the Yalu. 
It is stated that the Japanese have 260,000 
troops in motion and 60,000 more under arms 
in garrisons and at the depots. Military ex- 
perts believe that Japan will operate three 
armies, each numbering about 100,000 men, 
the second army landing west of the Yalu 
river, and the third’ army southeast of 
New-Chwang. 

The landing of a heavy Japanese force 

northwest of the Yalu’s mouth is expected 
to force, the Russians to abandon the forti- 
fications they have built north of the Yalu 
to oppose the crossing of the river by 
Japan's first army from Corea. 
As to the number of Ruesian troons in 
the ‘theater of war. At the beginning of 
the war there were the garrisons of Port 
Arthur and Vladivostok and a certain num- 
per of troops In Mukdcn, Harbin and oth- 
er centers. On March 29 the Russian gov- 
ernment announced officially to the Sen- 
ate that up to that date 100,000 troops had 
been transported over the Siberian. Rail- 
way. .According to the Russians 4000 troops 
a day are arriving at Mukden. The Jap- 
anese believe that Russia cannot maintain 
more than 590,000 troops; that the country 
cannot provide, nor the railway fransport, 
sustenance for more. On the other hand. 
Prince Khikoff. the Russian minister of 
railwavs, who has returned to St. Peters- 
burg from Lake Baulkal, declares that the 
railway is “working at only half its eca- 
pacity. 
It nceds no prophet to say that the first 
great battie will be fought when each side 
thinks itself capable of winning it. Much 
depends. Despite her solemn Assurances of 
neutrality fickle China may declare her- 
self the ally of the victor in the first great 
land battle.

L. BROWNELL, who is now at the 
front as war correspondent for 
° one of the London papers, in his 
book, “The Heart of Japan,’ tells of a 
friend of his, named’ Gardftter, and his first 
experience with the Japanese bathtub. Mr. 
Brownell says that Gardner made a study 
of the Japanese bathing system, and that 
when he left the country what he didn’t 
know about them was exactly enough to 
make a mative bathing suit—nothing. 


This is°what he told some globe-trotters 
at the Yakohama United Club one day. 
They were asking for points on ‘‘doing” 
Japan. 

“I had just run up to Tokio to see a man 
fn the Imperial University,” he explained. 
“He wasn’t at home, but a young student 
who was taking care of his place greeted 
me ‘hospitably. He said, ‘O, you are just 
from a long voyage and have a letter for 
the professor. I am a thousand times sor- 
ry that he is not at hom@® He has gone to 
Nikko for a perfod of two weeks. But 
come in, nevertheless, I am a most stupid 
and contemptible substitute, but I shall 
do my idiotic best to explain Japan to 
you.’ 

“He made a noble beginning, I assure 
you. The first lesson was chop-sticks. He 
taught me so well that I was an expert 
‘'n half an hour. Then he fed me with sea- 
weed and raw fish. I'll tell you about that 
later. And finally he boiled me. I am 
perfectly serious. "He boiled me, 

“The custcm here, you Know, is to bathe 
every afternoon.

JEFFERSON'S: FAITH IN THE PEOPLE 


Of all America’s great ones none pre- 


sents so many-sided a character as Thomas 
Jefferson. Nothing that came under his ob- 
servation appears to have been too great or 
too lowly to awaken his interest. To have 


awakened his interest in anything meant 
that as perfect an understanding of that 
thing as was possible would be stored away 
in his all-receptive mind to await the occa- 
sion when the knowledge acquired might 
be used in some scheme for the promotion 
of the welfare of humanity. 

At the age of 32, when he took his seat as 
a delegate to Congress, h® was already 
famous for his versatility, being credited 
with confpetency to calculate an eclipse, 
survey an estate, tie an artery, plan an 
edifice, try a cause, break a horse, dance 
a minuet and play the violin. 

Undoubtedly, it was because of his in- 
satiable thirst for knowledge and capacity 
to acquire it that he has been so much ac-

of the people as the final arbiters of al] 
public questions. The declaration of in- 
dependence alone proves this. Jefferson 
“turned neither to book nor pamphlet in 
writing it,’ and the charge that he pla- 
giarized the sentiments embodied in the 
document is groundless, for they are bot- 
temed upon the eternal verifies. and truth 
is the exclusive property of no man. 

His subsequent career and his voluminous 
writings prove that his whole soul was 
saturated with the spirit of universal lib- 
erty and equality. Whoever, through all 
the past, had enunctated the principles of 
human freedom, must of course, have 
found in Jefferson an attentive listeser. 

As evidence of his early confidence in 
the popular judgment I will quote from a 
letter to Thomas Adams, a London mer- 
chant. in 1770, where, in referring to his 
corespondent’s belief in the necessity of 
forming a syndicate chamber of legisla- 
tive aristocrats as a protection to wealth 
against agrarian and plundering enterprises 
of the majority of the people, he says: 

“From 15 to 2 legislatures of our own, 
in action for 30 years past, have proved 
that no fears of an equalization of prop- 
erty are to be apprehended from them. ‘I 
think the best remedy is that provided by 
all constitutions, to leave to the citizens 
the free election and separation of the 
aristoi from the pseudo-aristoi, of tne 
wheat from the chaff. 

“In general they will elect the really 
good and wise. In some instances wealth 
may corrupt and birth blind them, but 
not in sufficient degree to endanger the 
society."’ 

By the aristol was meant a natura! aris- 
tocracy of moral and intellectual men. 


PEOPLE’S INSTINCTS TRUE. 


It should hot be understood that Jeffer- 
son's faith in the people as the ultimate 
arbiters of public questions was blind. By 


no means. His faith does not go to the 


extent of leading him to believe that, in 
his day and generation, the people were 
perfectly competent to solve with absolute 
correctness every public problem that 
ould be submitted to them. 

He knew nevertheless that their in- 
stinets were true, and that with’ time 
and opportunity they would become com- 
petent. 

Jefferson has rightly been called the apos- 
tle of individualism. When he gave ‘liberty 
to the individual, he desired also to be- 
stow upon him character. He knew that 
the character of the state mirrors forth 
the character of the citizen, and that a 
government !s admirable or otherwise ac- 
cording to the aggregate of culture in the 
populace. In his ‘‘Notes on Virginia” 
he says: 

‘In every government on earth there is 
some trace of human weakness, some germ 
of corruption and degeneracy, which cun- 
ning will discover and wickedness insen- 
sibky open, cultivate and improve. Every 
government degenerates when trusted to 
the rulers of the people alone. The people 
themselves, therefore, are its only safe de- 
positaries, and to render even them safe, 
their minds must be improved to a certain 
degree."’

‘PARKER ON JEFFERSON'S MESSAGE TO 
MEN IN DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 


(Copyright, 1904, by Thomas Jefferson Memorial Association.) 

The words of Jefferson in that document, signed by the people’s repre- 
sentatives, not only made the people think, but it showed the people that there 
is no divinity that doth hedge an unjust King; it leveled the barriers of caste 
and taught the people to see that there is no true afistocracy except it be 
founded upon virtue and talent; it told men that they were entitled to the free 
use of the natural gifts of God, to the right to labor and to enjoy the. fruits 

| of that labor; to the right to the heretofore unenjoyed prerogative of life, lib- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness so far as was consistent with the equal rights

And where will the ignis fatuus happi- 
ness be secured if not in the possession of 
wisdom? He knew that wisdom was the 
only sure basis upon which a Democracy 
could endure, and he was strenuous and. 
unfaltering in his efforts to furnish the 
basis. As a member of the first Repub- 
lican House of Delegates of Virginia in 
1776, he introduced a bill embodying a sys- 
tem of education providing free elementary 
schools for all children In the state for a 
term of three years, high schools for ad- 
vanced scholars, and all to be crowned 
with a state university. 


CURRY POPULAR FAVOR. 


In a letter to George Wythe in 1786. he 
said he thought that no other sure founda- 
tion than the _ diffusion knowledge 


among the people could be devised for 
promoting the virtue and advancing the 
happiness of man. With Macaulay, he might 
have added, ‘““‘That is the best government 
that desires to make the people happy and 
knows how to make them happy."’ 


Thus are we made aware that the ex- 
treme expressions of trust in the people 
so often delivered by Jefferson were ow- 
ing not at all to any questions of ex- 
pectancy, had nothing whatever in com- 
mon with the sops cast upon the ocean 
of selfish purpose by narrow gauge poli- 
ticlans and demagogues to curry popular 
favor 

His repeated declaration of thorough re- 
liance upon the ultimate judgment of the 
péople were based upon his all-abiding faith 
in the final ascendancy of the leaven of 
virtue that, in a greater or less degree, is 
present in the constitution of every member 
of the human family. His democracy was 
the resultant of his wisdom and his splen- 
did optimism regarding his fellow citizens. 
In his ‘‘notes on Virginia’ (1782) he says: 

“The tnfluece over government must be 
shared by all the people. If every individ- 
ual which composes their mass participates 
in the ultimate authority the government 
will be safe.”’

He loved freedom with an unfaltering 
love, and he never altered his determina- 
tion to do what in him lay toward giving 
freedom to the people. In a community of 
landed aristocrats he advocated an aristoc- 
racy of merit; a slaveholder himself and 
living in the midst of slaveholders, he ad- 
vocated the abolition of siavery; long be- 
fore the state that was honored in being 
his birthplace was ready for the innovatior 
he advocated a comprehensive system of 
free education; unpopular and dangerous 
though it might thus early prove, he ad- 
vocated freedom of worship; he advocated 
the free appropriation by the individua! of 
vacant land; he declared for the highest 
possible measure of local self-governmnt. 


FATHER OF NATURALIZATION. 
He said: 
men, on earth possesses the right of self- 
government. They it with their 


beginning from the hand of nature. 

“He was the moving spirit in the declara- 
tion of a deed from Virginia to the United 
States of all the territory of the North- 
west and he submitted to Congress a plan, 
complete in every detail, for the territory's 
division into states whose growth was to 
be fostered under a well-defined system 
of local government. 

Bacon says: “All states that are liberal 
of naturalization toward strangers are fit 
for empire.”’ 

Jefferson was the author of a bill passed 
by the legislature of Virginia making easy 
the conditions to be imposed upon foreign- 
ers secking naturalization, and those liberal 
conditions were adopted by Congress when 
the first United States naturalization law 
was passed, and have ever since been re- 
tained. 

In 1776 he introduced his bill to secure a 
religious liberty, procuring its enactment 
after a struggle that lasted ten years; and 
this not alone gives added proof of Jeffer- 
son's faith in all the people, but also points 
his place in the vanguard of «he pioneers: 
of progress, for England, with her cen- 
turies of civilization, maintained barriers 
that on grounds of religious belief excluded 
Englishmen from holding public office 
even down to the year 1888. 

Many were the adverse criticisms direct- 
ed against many things in Jefferson's life 
and work, but never did the critics suc- | 
ceed in alienating from him the affections 
and confidence of the people, to whom he 
had consecrated life and talents. They 
understood him intuitively, and they knew 
that this intellectual king among men was 
their friend; that h!s extraordinary powers 
were entirely devoted to their service and |

Akins, Minnis and ol ck Roberts Agreed in 
1902 to Support Sedalia Man 
for Governor. 


KERENS MEN FOR WALBRIDGE 


State Chairman Lately Reminded of 
Agreement by Which He Put 
Aside Ambition, 


St. Louls Republican politicians have 
leargved that a deal was made as far back 
as 1902 between Frank Roberts, James L. 
Minnis, State Chairman Thomas J. Akins 
and Representative John H. Bothwell . by 
which Bothwe:] was to receive the support 
of the rest of the gubernatoria) nomination 
in 19644. The two-year- old compact is held 
to explain recent changes of front among 
the dominant faction of Missouri Republic- 
ans. 

Said a well-known Republican politician: 

“It came about this way: Bothwell was 
desired to run in 1902 for state representa- 
tive as his is 4 close district. 

Akins and Roberts urged Bothwell to 
make the race, but he objected, saying he 
had already served his party sufficiently. 
“Roberts and Akins pleaded with him, 
but couldn't’ persuade him. Then they 
called Jim, Minnis. This trio called on Both- 
well, apd again pleaded with him. 
“Then Bothweil, being. wise in his own 
generation, came back with a counter prop- 
osition. He Knew that at that time Akins 
was aching to be the next Republican can- 
didate for governor. So0 Bothwell said: 

“Gentlemen, yOu are asking me to make 
all the sacrifices, and you are making 
none. Now, I wll agree to make this race 
for the Legislature on one condition, that 
I be given the support of the state com- 
mittee ‘for the nomination for governor’ in 
1904, and furthermore that Mr. Akins will 
not ‘be a candidate against me.”’ 

“Well, that was a sockdologer that took 
Akins’ breath away for a moment, but he 
was resuscitated under the soothing influ- 
ence of Minnis, and after some deliberation 
Bothwell’s ultimatum was accepted and 
agreed to. 

‘“Sinc® then the political whirligig has 
brought many changes, making Roberts 
internal revenue collector at Kansas City 
and Akins assistant United States treasurer 
at-St. Loufs. The Folk boom has come to 
the front, and Democratic dissensions now 
give Republican leaders hope of electing 
a governor.
